BUSINESSES across South Som¬ 
erset are being urged to sign up 
for free support as part of a new 
growth initiative. 

The Heart of the South West 
Growth Support Programme of¬ 
fers a range of business support 
services to small and medium-size 
enterprises in Somerset and 
Devon. 

More than 4,000 firms across the 
counties will be supported with a 
three-hour business diagnostic 
check. The three-year scheme will 
provide free access to one-to-one 
business support, as well as a se¬ 
ries of events and workshops. 

Businesses can register online 
at heartofswgrowthhub.co.uk/ 
gsp-apply to trigger an initial face- 
to-face meeting which will estab¬ 
lish a development plan and 
identify further support to help 
them achieve their goals. 

After this initial meeting, busi¬ 
nesses may be signposted to other 
sources of support and advice 
from external agencies, training 
providers or regulatory bodies. 

Hundreds of businesses will 
then have the opportunity to re¬ 


ceive a further nine hours of sup¬ 
port, free of charge, by choosing 
up to three more intensive sup¬ 
port modules including market¬ 
ing, innovation, HR and finance. 

All firms completing the full 12- 
hour programme will be entitled 
to an initial review of their digital 
issues and opportunities, followed 
by the production of a report high¬ 
lighting how this could support 
the growth of their business. 

Cllr David Hall, Somerset 
County Council’s cabinet member 
for resources and economic devel¬ 
opment, said: “Businesses of this 
size are vitally important to the 
prosperity of Somerset and this 
one-to-one support will be a big 
help for those looking to develop 
and expand. 

“I encourage as many busi¬ 
nesses as possible to come for¬ 
ward and take advantage of this 
great initiative that will help 
them contribute even more to the 
health of our economy.” 

The initiative is part-funded by 
the European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund with match funding 
provided by all local authorities 
in the Heart of the South West 
Local Enterprise Partnership area 
and two of the delivery partners.

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Parishes Together fund awards cash 


A TOTAL of 35 worthy community schemes 
have had Parishes Together Fund applications 
approved by the decision making panel of East 
Devon District councillors between April 2016 
and March 2017; the same funding is available 
again now. 

Designed to provide financial solutions to 
local issues, the Parishes Together Fund is a 
joint East Devon District Council and Devon 
County Council initiative in which the sum of 
£1.10 per elector in each parish is put into a cen¬ 
tral pot, which parish and town councils can 
then apply to for funding towards community 
projects. 

All projects, apart from ditches and drainage 
projects that will help prevent flooding, must 


benefit a wider area than that of just one town 
or parish council. 

Some of the successful projects from April 
2016 to March 2017 were: 

• £7,125 towards a tourism project from 
Seaton Town Council and Axmouth and 
Branscombe Parish Councils to improve 
tourism, including creating a tourism App 
for the area that residents and visitors can 
download onto smartphones and tablets and 
find out what’s going on in the area; 

• £4,970 towards a reputable theatre company 
putting on a play to educate all Year 9 stu¬ 
dents in East Devon about the dangers of 
child sexual exploitation - Cranbrook, Broad¬ 
cast, Clyst Honiton, Poltimore, Ottery St

Mary town and parish councils bid for this 
funding; 

• £3,290 to pay for educational signs along 
country walks in the parishes of Otterton and 
Woodbury. The signs will be low level, in 
keeping with the environment and will give 
details on local animal and plant life you may 
well see on the walks; 

• Broadclyst, Clyst Honiton, Cranbrook, 
Poltimore parish councils were granted £2,893 
to help pay for the creation of a lit community 
heli-pad in Broadclyst, so the Devon Air 
Ambulance can land there at night; 

• All Saints, Kilmington and Chardstock 
parish councils and Axminster Town Council 
will receive £7,993 to provide defibrillators 
that the general public can access and use in 
the town and parishes to cover spots where 
there are none; 

• £37,090 will be received by Exmouth and 
Honiton town councils towards improving 
tourism in the area - this will be used to help 
fund town guides, websites and some staffing 
resource; 

• Sidmouth Town Council, with support from 
Newton Poppleford Parish Council, were 
granted £2,700 to pay for a mental health 
project to benefit local young people and 
£1,847 to help set up Sid Valley Youth Netball 
Club, to encourage the importance of a 
healthy lifestyle - they will also receive £8,532 
towards creating wildflower beds in grass 
verges around the town; 

• Aylesbeare, Talaton, Plymtree, Cranbrook, 
Monkton and Upottery successfully bid for 
funding to help them pay for new community 
events noticeboards in their parishes. 

• £19,022 in total has been granted to 20 
projects that will work on ditches and 
drainage in relation to the prevention of 
flooding. 
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There’s £124,300 available again now! Appli¬ 
cations have to come from town and parish 
councils, but voluntary and community 
groups, schools and other organisations can 
put their ideas forward to their town or parish 
council.

Hospital protesters 
to return to County 
Hall this afternoon 

PROTESTERS from Seaton, Honiton and else¬ 
where in Devon will converge on County Hall 
again today before a special meeting of the 
county council's Health Scrutiny Committee de¬ 
cides whether to refer the closure of beds in the 
towns' hospitals to the Health Secretary. 

NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning Group pro¬ 
poses to replace the beds with a new system of 
care at home. 

Seaton and Colyton county councillor Martin 
Shaw said: "We shall be pointing out that the new 
system, which they have been developing only 
since March, has not been tested in winter, let 
alone a flu epidemic. 

"It is uncertain that they will be able to staff it 
effectively over time given the complex travelling 
arrangements that it requires for medical as well 
as care staff. 

"The small number of beds (halved to 71) which 
they propose to retain across the 3 remaining 
community hospitals ignores the facts that East 
Devon has far more over-85s (the key users of 
community beds) than other areas of Devon and 
that these numbers are projected to treble in the 
next two decades. 

"The remaining beds will not be distributed in 
an 'even geographic spread' as the CCG claim 
but, concentrated in Tiverton, Exmouth and Sid¬ 
mouth, give no provision at all in the Axe Valley 
which is the area of East Devon furthest from the 
RD&E. 

"The closure of beds is driven by the CCG's aim 
of reducing the amount of rent which it has to 
pay to NHS Property Services for community 
hospital space, and is probably a prelude to the 
gradual elimination of community hospitals over 
the next few years." 

Six speakers from the affected communities 
will address the Committee in the Public Partici¬ 
pation session. 

Countryside survey 

THE East Devon District Council Countryside 
service is, with the support of 25 volunteers, co¬ 
ordinating a series of surveys to gather valu¬ 
able data on bird, reptile, butterfly, dragonfly, 
wildlife, bio-diversity and water quality at na¬ 
ture reserves across East Devon. 

The surveys which are taking place at a num¬ 
ber of nature reserves managed by the Country¬ 
side team, include the Maer in Exmouth, 
Holyford Woods near Colyton, Seaton Wetlands 
and Trinity Hill near Axminster. 

The volunteers have been offered training in 
their field and in data recording, so that they 
can visit the sites to gather accurate and valu¬ 
able data on the state of the habitats managed 
by the Countryside team.

Warning over giant hogweed after 
teenager suffers burns and blisters 


A TEENAGER was 
left in agony with hor¬ 
rific burns and blis¬ 
ters after he brushed 
past a dangerous 
giant hogweed plant 
at a beauty hotspot in 
South Somerset. 

Amber Gault, 39, 
rushed her son Max, 
aged 17, to hospital 
after he suffered ago¬ 
nising ‘huge yellow 
filled liquid blisters’ 
on his right leg, arm 
and forehead. 

A nurse lanced the 
worst of the yellow 
boils but Max was 
still in pain over the 
weekend to such an 
extent that he was un¬ 
able to work. 

The youngster came 
into contact with a 
plant while on a 


mountain bike ride 
with a friend at Ham 
Hill Country Park, 
near Stoke-sub-Ham- 
don. 

His mother, from 
Crewkerne, Somer¬ 
set, has spoken out to 
warn other parents 
about the Giant Hog¬ 
weed after reading 
that there had been 
confirmed reports in 
the area. 

She said: “Max went 
mountain biking up 
at Ham Hill with a 
couple of friends. 

“He complained his 
leg seemed a bit sore 
when he got home 
and then by Friday I 
had to take him to the 
minor injuries unit in 
Crewkerne as his 
right leg, arm and 


forehead had come 
out into huge yellow 
liquid filled blisters. 

“Max knows what 
plants to look out for 
and wasn’t aware that 
he had touched any 
but he must have ac¬ 
cidentally brushed 
past some while cy¬ 
cling. 

“I think last year 
there were signs up at 
Ham Hill warning 
about these plants but 
I really think people 
need to be made more 
aware about how 
much skin damage 
these plants can 
cause. 

“Hopefully he’s now 
on the mend and will 
be back to work

soon. 

Amber suspects that 
if Max wasn’t injured 
by giant hogweed it 
might have been an¬ 
other poisonous 
plant, like wild or 
cow parsnip. 

Ham Hill Country 
Park warned the pub¬ 
lic in August last year 
about the dangers of 
the wild parsnip 
plant. 

The countryside 
manager for South 
Somerset District 
Council was able to 
confirm there is no 
giant hogweed at 
Ham Hill but there is 
hogweed. 

A spokesman for the 
council added: “Both 
these plants share the 
Genus Heracleum; 


the difference is that 
only hogweed is na¬ 
tive to the UK and a 
feature of native habi¬ 
tats. 

“Giant hogweed is 
classified as an inva¬ 
sive non-native spec¬ 
ies and is notifiable. 

“Hogweed is com¬ 
mon across all our 
South Somerset coun¬ 
tryside sites and 
along verges, field 
margins and foot¬ 
paths. 

“Its sap can cause 
the same phytophoto- 
dermatitus, but noth¬ 
ing like to the same 
extent as giant hog¬ 
weed. 

“At Ham Hill we 
have warning signs 
about plants like hog¬ 
weed for visitors, and 
we post information 
on social media. 

“Hogweed is a na¬ 
tive plant and part of 
the species mix in the 
habitats on the hill. 

“The Ranger team 
strim back path edges 
and maintain clear 
routes for the public 
to use throughout the 
summer months.” 

Wild parsnip is still 
in place at Ham Hill 
but the council is 
planning to tackle it. 

A spokesman for the 
council said: “We can 
confirm that we do 
still have significant 
wild parsnip on Ham 
Hill despite the efforts 
of the rangers and 
volunteers last year. 





Devon police launch 
new drone unit 


DEVON and Cornwall Police have joined with 
their Dorset counterparts to become the first 
police forces in the UK to launch a fully opera¬ 
tional Drone Unit. 

The latest in drone technology has been tri¬ 
alled in the respective forces since November 
2015 and such has been their benefit, an opera¬ 
tional drone unit has been created. 

Chief Superintendent Jim Nye, Commander 
for the Alliance Operations Department, said: 
“This is a historic step for the Alliance and 
policing in the UK; drone capability is a cutting 
edge way to support operational policing across 
Devon, Cornwall and Dorset. 

“This technology offers a highly cost effective 
approach in supporting our officers on the 
ground in operational policing. 

“Drones will aid officers as part of missing 
person searches, crime scene photography, re¬ 
sponding to major road traffic collisions, 
coastal and woodland searches and to combat 
wildlife crime. 

“Drones can even help police track and moni¬ 
tor suspects during a firearm or terrorist inci¬ 
dent, as it will allow officers to gain vital 
information, quickly, safely, and allow us to re¬ 
spond effectively at the scene. 

“Being the first police forces in the country to 
have a stand-alone, fully operational drone unit 
is a great source of pride for the Alliance, and 
proves that we continue to work hard to find in¬ 
novative ways to adapt to the ever-changing 
policing landscape.” 

Drone Team Manager, Andy Hamilton, said: 
“It is fantastic to see both forces working to¬ 
gether to lead the way in utilising new, cutting- 
edge technology. 

“Having previously been a police officer for 30 
years, I have seen how technology has changed 
and can help us become more efficient in what 
we are trying to achieve. 

“In the past, any aerial photos or videos have 
been captured by the National Police Air Serv¬ 
ice (NPAS) helicopter, which is not always the 
best use of resources. 

“Instead of always sending a helicopter on an 
hour’s flight to take a few photos of a crime 
scene, we can now use a drone to carry out the 
same task. 

“Whilst drones will enhance our roads polic¬ 
ing function, I also see this technology being 
able to complement NPAS by allowing helicop¬ 
ters to be available for more serious incidents 
across the South West.” 

The Drone Unit is currently using DJI Inspire 
drone equipped with a zoom camera and ther¬ 
mal imaging to allow for operational use 24 
hours a day. The camera is HD/4K quality and 
can capture both video and still images.

“The problem with 
wild parsnip is that it 
can grow successfully 
in the shorter grass¬ 
lands on the lumps 
and bumps which is 
the same area that 
children like to play 
in. 

“It is these areas 
that we pulled the 
parsnip up from last 
year. 

“We will be dealing 
with it again in the 
coming days and 
weeks. 

“Cutting it would 
only cause it to grow 
back more vigor¬ 
ously, spraying it 
with a herbicide is 
not ideal in such a 
high footfall area on a 
nature conservation 
sit. 

“Therefore we will 
again pull the plant 
from high footfall 
areas.”

It’s official - we’ve 
got world-leading 
parks yet again 


THE Green Flag Award Scheme has again 
recognised three country parks in South 
Somerset as being a quality place to visit. 

Yeovil Country Park, Ham Hill Country 
Park and Chard Reservoir have all been 
recognised by the Green Flag Award Scheme 
as one of the best in the world. 

The South Somerset District Council- 
owned sites are among a record-breaking 
1,797 UK parks and green spaces receiving a 
prestigious Green Flag Award this month - 
the mark of a quality park or green space. 

This international award, now into its 
third decade, is a sign to the public that the 
space boasts the highest possible environ¬ 
mental standards, is beautifully maintained 
and has excellent visitor facilities. 

Yeovil Country Park comprises five main 
areas all of which have very different charac¬ 
teristics and land features. 

The landscape varies from Ninesprings, 
which is the most heavily used and accessible 
section with its network of footpaths and wa¬ 
terways, to the Riverside walk which gives 
the feeling of being away from the hustle and 
bustle of town as you stroll through woodland 
following the path of the River Yeo. 

A grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund has 
enabled South Somerset District Council to 
deliver a huge variety of community events 
and activities this year. 

Speaking about the funding, countryside 
ranger Becky Russell said: “A new dedicated 
volunteer team have been progressing the 
restoration of the Ninesprings Valley Gar¬ 
dens and we have delivered many school ses¬ 
sions including, science, literacy and forest 
school for local schools, plus a series of free 
wildlife and craft events for local families 
running throughout the year. There is a wide 
range of public events for local families, sup¬ 
ported by community groups and volunteers 
running across the district.” 

Ham Hill Country Park is a nationally im¬ 
portant geological area and is home to rare 
and exciting wildlife, plant life and has a fas¬ 
cinating history. 

You can explore the peaceful, leafy wood¬ 
lands and glades, grassy meadows, impres¬ 
sive ramparts and iconic hamstone 
memorials and sculptures. There is extensive 
parking on site and loads of events to get in¬ 
volved with. 

Chard Reservoir is on the eastern edge of 
the busy market town. The reservoir site is a 
haven for birdwatchers, anglers and local 
walkers. The outer wildflower meadows are 
excellent examples of unimproved grassland 
awash with orchids and are alive with insects 
in the summer months. 

The woodland that edges the reservoir it¬ 



self is home to many species and is managed 
to maintain that diversity. The water is an at¬ 
traction for a broad spectrum of birds and 
wildfowl including a strengthening popula¬ 
tion of grebes. The reservoir is stocked with 
carp, and anglers pay a licence to fish. 

The district council’s countryside 
spokesman, Cllr Sylvia Seal, said: “We are ab¬ 
solutely delighted to receive a Green Flag 
Award for our three countryside sites in 
South Somerset. 

“We know how much quality green spaces 
matter to residents and visitors, and this 
award celebrates the dedication that goes into 
maintaining the sites to such a high stan¬ 
dard.” 

International Green Flag Award scheme 
manager Paul Todd said: “We are delighted to 
be celebrating another record-breaking year 
for the Green Flag Award scheme. 

“Each flag is a celebration of the thousands 
of staff and volunteers who work tirelessly to 
maintain the high standards demanded by 
the Green Flag Award. The success of the 
scheme, especially in these challenging 
times, demonstrates just how much parks 
matter to people.” 

The countryside rangers attended Yeovil 
Show to showcase the fabulous countryside 
sites in South Somerset and offer free activi¬ 
ties to children and families based around the 
wildlife and heritage of the parks. 

The rangers were delighted to receive a sec¬ 
ond-place award from the Yeovil Show team 
for the display at their stand.

Go-ahead for specialist acute day 
surgery unit at district hospital 



■ HOW the new specialist acute day surgery unit at Yeovil District Hospital could look 


PLANNERS have given the 
go-ahead for a specialist acute 
day surgery unit to be built at 
Yeovil District Hospital. 

South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil announced that it had given 
permission for the project to pro¬ 
ceed, with the building to go up 
on what was the main car park 
at the hospital in Higher 
Kingston. 

Since the hospital’s new multi¬ 
storey car park opened in 
March, the old area of car park¬ 
ing is no longer needed. 

The new building will become 
a “gateway” at the entrance to 
the hospital and will enable med¬ 
ical staff to offer a more spe¬ 
cialised day surgery. 

The hospital currently offers 
day case surgery services for pa¬ 
tients from Yeovil and the sur¬ 
rounding areas across two 
different sites. 

These are a unit at Yeovil Dis¬ 
trict Hospital and the Castleton 
Day Unit at the Yeatman Hospi¬ 
tal in Sherborne. 

Procedures offered include 
urology, ear nose and throat, 
dental, dermatology, ortho¬ 
paedics, ophthalmology and car¬ 
diology. 

But hospital chiefs have ad¬ 
mitted that the current facilities 
do not meet the requirements of 
the highly specialised day case 
care model the Yeovil District 


Hospital NHS Foundation Trust 
wants to deliver. 

A trust spokesman said: “The 
project will offer significant im¬ 
provements to the delivery of 
core routine clinical functions 
and reduce the impact of other 


pressures on the hospital which 
can otherwise disrupt the deliv¬ 
ery of routine surgery proce¬ 
dures. 

“The project will also offer sig¬ 
nificant improvements to the ex¬ 
isting hospital infrastructure by 


adding resilience in terms of ser¬ 
vices and back-up provision.” 

It is expected that work on 
building the new unit will begin 
in January 2018. It is hoped that 
the unit will be operational by 
the middle of 2019.

Windows 
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Two Ts or not two Ts, 
that is the question 

IT might seem petty - and that is petty with a double 
T - but someone has been left infuriated over the 
fact that two roads in Yeovil with the same name 
have been spelt differently. 

It has been brought to the attention of South 
Somerset District Council by a resident of Tarratt 
Road that the street nameplate for Little Tarrat Lane 
is spelt "incorrectly" with just one T at the end. 

The complainant has said that the Yeovil history 
books show that Tarratt is spelt with two Ts at the 
end and Little Tarrat Lane, which is where St Mar¬ 
garet's Hospice is situated on the edge of Yeovil, 
should be corrected. 

Further investigations have shown that the name 
was originally applied to a large field called Torren, 
then by about 1750 it was Torrett and by the 1830s 
it was Tarratt. 

So the complainant believes that the spelling of 
Tarrat - with just one T at the end - is "almost cer¬ 
tainly due to a mistake on someone's part at the 
council". 

But the council's engineering technician Denise 
Wallace said: "It would seem that it could be spelt Tar¬ 
ratt but the alternative spelling of Tarrat could have 
originated from a number of organisations. 

"I have had no complaints from Yeovil Town Coun¬ 
cil or St Margaret's Hospice about the spelling of the 
word. 

"Royal Mail has the spelling Tarrat on its address 
database as does St Margaret's Hospice on its web¬ 
site. Nobody who will be directly affected has 
brought this to our attention." 

The complainant has written to Yeovil MP Marcus 
Fysh about the issue, and it was also due to be dis¬ 
cussed last week by Yeovil Town Council's buildings 
and civic matters committee on Tuesday. 

It has been suggested that if there was a decision 
to alter the name of Little Tarrat Lane to Little Tarratt 
Lane then it would mean St Margaret's Hospice hav¬ 
ing to go to the expense and inconvenience of 
changing all of its stationery. 

Mrs Wallace asked town councillors for their 
agreement to seek the views of St Margaret's Hos¬ 
pice and residents of Little Tarrat Lane before the"sit- 
uation gets out of hand". 


District hospital scoops 
international awards

THE clinical research department at Yeovil 
District Hospital is celebrating two interna¬ 
tional conference awards. 

Professor Nader Francis, a consultant sur¬ 
geon in clinical research and development at 
the hospital, was presented with an award for 
best research at the International Congress 
of Enhanced Recovery After Surgery, held in 
Lyon, France. 

His research is around how biomarkers in 
breath can be used for the diagnosis of col¬ 
orectal cancer. 

Nathan Curtis, a research fellow in the hos¬ 
pital’s clinical research department, was pre¬ 
sented with the sought-after Karl Storz 
Award at the 25th European Association of 
Endoscopic Surgeons international congress 
in Frankfurt, Germany. 

He was awarded the golden laparoscope 
trophy for best oral presentation, which was 
on his research around loss of life during col¬ 
orectal surgery. 

Competition for both awards was high, 
with Prof Francis speaking alongside 80 del¬ 
egates from around the world including sev¬ 
eral from large universities known for their 
research. 

Joanna Allison, manager at the clinical re¬ 
search and development unit, said: “For a 
small hospital, this is far above expected and 
demonstrates a really active research ethos 
from all clinical teams. 

“The clinical research unit host all types of 
studies from simple blood tests and question¬ 
naires, to drug and device studies. 

“This includes studies in cancer, diabetes, 
Parkinson’s disease, surgery, orthopaedics, 
heart disease, children’s care and stroke.” 

Clinical research has been run at Yeovil 


District Hospital since 1995, with more 
than 110 studies in areas from cancer to 
diabetes currently recruiting. Over the past 
two decades, the unit has grown from 
two nurses running three studies to a staff of 
19, recruiting nearly 700 patients per year. 

Research is carried out at Yeovil District 
Hospital and across the NHS to continually 
improve treatment for patients and under¬ 
stand how to focus NHS resources where 
they will be most effective. Taking part in re¬ 
search opportunities can be very rewarding 
for patients. It can involve:

DEFEATING DIABETES 


E VEN small amounts of phys¬ 
ical activity can offer health 
benefits that protect 
against diabetes, suggests new 
research. 

The findings show that even a 
little exercise wards off insulin 
resistance, a precursor to type 2 
diabetes which can result from a 
high-fat diet. 

The study, published in the 
journal Experimental Physiology, 
also casts doubt on the previ¬ 
ously held view that increasing 
the quantity of mitochondria, 
the tiny structures in cells that 
convert glucose and fats to en¬ 
ergy, would help fix some symp¬ 
toms of a high fat diet. 

The researchers found that the 
benefits from physical activity 
were not affected by the quan¬ 
tity of mitochondria. 

Insulin is a hormone used to 
control blood sugar levels. High- 
fat diets contribute to the devel¬ 
opment of insulin resistance, 
which is when their muscle, fat, 
and liver cells do not respond 
properly to insulin and leads to 
the development of type 2 dia¬ 
betes. 

Study lead author Megan Rosa- 
Caldwell, a doctoral student at 
The University of Arkansas in US, 
found that mice genetically en¬ 


gineered to have higher quantity 
of mitochondria were not more 
protected against high-fat diet 
induced insulin resistance. 

The researchers fed all the 
mice in the study a diet that 
mimics Western diets high in fat. 

The genetically engineered 
and control mice were further di¬ 
vided into a group that was al¬ 
lowed to exercise, and a 
sedentary group. 

Their results showed that phys¬ 
ical activity, regardless of the 
amount of mitochondria, offered 
similar health benefits against in¬ 
sulin resistance. 

The researchers said that it ap¬ 
pears that exercise's ability to 
help remove damaged cellular 
materials and enhance the qual¬ 
ity of the mitochondria maybe 
more effective for preventing in¬ 
sulin resistance. 

But they said these aspects 
need to be further tested. 

Ms Rosa-Caldwell said that 
with rates of obesity and type 2 
diabetes continuing to increase, 
understanding the cellular pro¬ 
cesses that help or hurt insulin 
resistance can help doctors bet¬ 
ter tailor effective preventative 
measures such as exercise.

HALE AND HEARTY 


C OMMONLY prescribed drugs to treat 
heart problems also reverse potentially 
harmful genetic changes from heart 
disease. 

Beta blockers work mainly by decreasing the 
activity of the heart by blocking the action of 
hormones like adrenaline. 

They are used to treat angina, heart disease, an 
irregular heartbeat, heart attacks and high 
blood pressure. 

Also known as beta-adrenoceptor blocking 
agents, scientists have known for decades 
the drugs work by slowing the heart rate and 
reducing the force of contraction - lessening the 
burden of work carried out by the heart. 

But now Canadian scientists from York Univer¬ 
sity in Toronto found these drugs also reverse a 
number of potentially detrimental genetic 
changes associated with heart disease. 

Professor John McDermott said: "Morbidity and 
mortality associated with cardiovascular disease 
(CVD) is a predominant global health problem 
occupying a prevalent position as the leading 
cause of death worldwide. 

"Due to its universality, the multi-faceted pro¬ 
gression of heart disease is therefore one of pro¬ 
found clinical importance. 

"Progressive heart failure, as one aspect of 
CVD, has a staggering prevalence of approxi¬ 
mately thirty eight million diagnosed patients 
globally, a number which is growing due to the 
ageing population and the pervasiveness of HF 
in that age cohort. 

"Moreover, a heart failure diagnosis in many 
cases is an ailment with a poorer prognosis than 
most cancers. 

"Understanding and averting the progression 
of heart failure is therefore fundamental in the 
battle against CVD." 

The study used an experimental model of heart 
failure and next generation sequencing to get a 
snapshot of all of the RNA in the heart cells to 
identify the global gene expression changes 
that occur in heart failure. 

It then explored what happened to this pattern 
of gene expression when beta blocker treat¬ 


ment was implemented, and what they 
found not only surprised them, but could have 
important ramifications for future treatments 
of heart disease. 

Prof McDermott added: "We discovered that 
beta blockers largely reverse the pathological 
pattern of gene expression observed in heart 
failure 

"This could mean that the reversal or 
suppression of pathological gene expression by 
beta blockers is somehow protective against 
heart failure, but it's something we would 
need to look into further to understand how 
individual genes function in the heart." 

The study also found some genes associated 
with the immune system were dysregulated 
in heart failure, supporting recent research 
that has suggested the immune system and 
inflammation are involved in heart disease. 

Prof McDermott concluded: "These observa¬ 
tions support recent developments reflecting 
the involvement of the immune system and 
inflammatory responses in the progression of 
heart disease. 

"It will be of interest to further analyse these 

inflammatory related protein coding genes 
to determine if they do indeed contribute to 
heart disease. 

"Herein, we report broad categories of biolog¬ 
ical processes and also individual genes that are 
differentially regulated under conditions of 
experimental heart failure that 

can be reversed by pharmacological treatment 
with beta-adrenergic antagonists. 

"The next steps will be to determine whether 
these changes are mirrored in human heart 
disease and to develop a flexible array of thera¬ 
peutics that can detect and potentially target 
these processes with the ultimate aim of 
reducing pathological changes in the 
myocardium, enhancing cardiac function, and 
improving patient morbidity and mortality 
associated with heart disease." 

The study was published in Nature Scientific 
Reports.

4 WAYS TO BE WATERWISE 
DURING THE WARMER MONTHS 


By Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


1. Water at certain times of the day 

Water at specific times - early morning or dusk - to reduce 
evaporation. Don't water in the heat of the day. Use water butts; put 
pots under hanging baskets so the overspill also waters plants below 
and leave clippings on the lawn after mowing to retain moisture. 

2. Don’t water established lawns 

If we have a long, hot spell, your lawn may turn a bit brown, but it 
will recover with the autumn rains. Leave grass to grow a bit longer 
to preserve water and introduce drought-tolerant clovers, which will 
prevent the lawn from changing colour completely when a dry spell 
hits. 

3. Recycle your water 

Try to recycle water as a matter of course. Use a plastic bowl for 
washing up and then deposit the water on to your plants, as a small 
amount of washing up liquid isn't going to hurt them. 

4. Choose your plant 
placement wisely 

Some more thirsty 
specimens in pots may 
benefit from being 
placed on a tray lined 
with capillary matting, 
which soaks up the 
water and then delivers 
the moisture to the roots, 
gradually when it's 
needed.
